Up to the present time the Washing¬ 
ton County Warehouse Company has 
received 471.721 pounds of tobacco. 


About one mile south of the beauti 
ful Aliceton camp ground, in «south 
Boyle, in a picturesque spot between 
tall knobs are two large rocks that 
i crown a frowning cliff, one of which 
would weigh many hundred tons, the 
j other not nearly so large. In those 
rocks, hoary with countless ages, are 
seven kettle shaped holes holding from 
! one to five gallons each. It is evident 
that this is not the work of nature, 

I because there is nothing in the sur- 
I rounding rocks to correspond with 
' these. Then the shape and smoothness 
' of these cavities, not a mark of a tool 
i can be seen, would be evidence enough 
' to satisfy the most skeptical that this 
I is the work of man. Then the question 
would naturally arise when, by whom, 
and how was this work done? Mr. 
Ward, an old man of seventy-nine win¬ 
ters, says there is a tradition that it 
is the work of the Indians, and was 
used by them as in oven in which to 
bake their bread, but when we remem¬ 
ber that the red man had no abiding 
place in this State, except in the west¬ 
ern portion, known as “Jackson's pur 
chase.” but the northern and southern 
tribes met in this, the hunters’ para¬ 
dise, in deadly conflict, hence the name 
4 Dark and Bloody Ground.” One would 
I naturally conclude that the work was 
i done with tools the Indians did not 
| possess. Then we could not imagine 
, a Cherokee of the south, or a Wyan- 
dott of the noith, spending day after 
day with his rude tools wearing away 
I this flinty rock; he was not built that 
1 way. Then, if the red man did not do 
I this work, we must go back to the peo¬ 
ple who preceded him, who were much 
further advanced in civilisation than 
he, and much more skilled in the manu¬ 
facture and use of stone implements. 
So we attribute this work to a race 
of the long ago, who inhabited the 
Mississippi Valley, and he must neces¬ 
sarily have spent much time, with his 
rude stone hammers and chisels, dig¬ 
ging out these holes, which were evi¬ 
dently used for cooking purposes, or 
probably thnse immense rocks were 
used by these simple barbarians as 
sacraficial altars upon which to offer 
their oblations to their strange gods, 
and these troughs used to catch the 
blood of their offered victims. But, be 
this as it may, they stand as silent 
reminders of the mysterious past, when 
ages gone by dusky forms

Mr. Croake was informed that the bed 
of the little girl was near the window 
and he broke the window out in an at- 
1 tempt to rescue her. but a great vol- 
| ume of smoke ard flame flew into his 
face and he was forced to retreat. 

When the body of thia child was ta¬ 
ken from the ashes, it was found that 
she did not leave the bed, and it is very 
evident that she was suffocated before , 
the fire had gained much headway.

Two children of Mr. and Mrs. Ed. A. 
Boblitt, of MooresvtUe, were burned to 
death Monday morning between five 
and six o’clock. 

Both bodies were burned beyond rec¬ 
ognition, the body of the youngest child 
being completely consumed. 

The children were sleeping in the 
family room, one of them in a small 
bed and the other in a cradle. The or¬ 
igin of the Are, which destroyed the 
the house and burned to death the two 
little ones, will never be known, though 
it is presumed that a spark from an 
open fire-place ignited some heavy pa¬ 
per which had been placed on the walls 
of the room and papered over with or- J 
dinary wall paper. It is said that a 
piece of this paper, near the fire-place, 
had come loose and was hanging down. 
It is believed that this caught fire, and 
the whole room became a mass of 
flames in a few second*.

Young Daughter of Lightkeeper Ri- 
vals Famous Grace Darling. 


PRESIDENT’S SON PRONOUNCED 
ILL WITH DIPHTHERIA. 


Victoria. B. C.—Vancouver island’s 
tempestuous west coast—the so-called 
marine graveyard of the Pacific"— 
has developed a twentieth century 
Grace Darling. Her name Is Alma 
Garrard, and she Is the 17-yearold 
daughter of the dominion lighthouse 
keeper at Lennard island. Clayoquot 
sound. Through the circumstance 
that her heroism was unmarked by 
spectacular salvation of life and 
through her own modesty her brave 
deed has until now been unrecorded, 
although it was no whit less an exhi¬ 
bition of Riiperb feminine courage than 
the immortal daring of Grace Darling 
that has been held up in poem and 
story to the admiration of countless 
millions. 

By curious coincidence the same 
shipwreck that brought stout-hearted 
Mrs. Paterson, of Cape Beale, again 
before the public, that of the lumber 
laden bark Coloma was also respon¬ 
sible for the introduction of this new 
heroine of the Vancouver island coast. 
The water-logged bark, after her dis¬ 
tressed company had been taken off 
by the D. G. S. Quadra, was aban¬ 
doned and drifted northward, sup¬ 
posedly with but a few hours' floating 
life at best. The htflk miraculously 
held together, however, and thus 
| drifted with distress signals displayed 
»o within view of Lennard island light, 
being sighted off the reefs of Water- 
witch iRland. one mile north of the 
light station at daybreak. 

There was a high sea and heavy 
surf running, but Lightkeeper F. C. 
Garrard and his daughter, the sole 
inmates of the lonely watchtower. be¬ 
lieving that lives were at stake, did 
not hesitate. While they were get¬ 
ting out their boat the Coloma struck 
on the reefs. The boat fought her 
way inch by inch thither only to find 
no sign of life and the vessel broken 
in two by Impact with the reef, the 
after part only being above water.

The matter was kept quiet untfl the 
official bulletin was issued from Seo- 
retary^Loeb s office, with the addition¬ 
al information that rhe presence of 
contagious disease In a remote corner 
of the white house would make no 
difference with the transacting of busi¬ 
ness in the president's office as usual. 

The offices used by the president 
• nd the clerical force connected with 
the white house are in a sfiiall build¬ 
ing located between the mansion and 
the state. wgr and navy building and 
connected with the former by a long 
terrace in which the laundry is sit¬ 
uated. 

No anxiety for the president is felt 
at the while house, the belief being 
that he has not had au opportunity 
to contract the disease It is not quiet 
clear Just when Mr Roosevelt last 
saw Archie, but It was said that It 
was at least three or four days since 
they met. 

On the other hand it appears that | 
Archie has been ailing for- several ( 
days, and that all last week he com¬ 
plained of not fi-ellng well. It was 
though! si first that he was suffering 
form a light attack of grip 

The president, at any rate,* is not 
concerned for bis own health, and he 
went out horseback riding as usual 
In the afternoon. Other members of 
the family remained In doors. 

The white house was quarantined 
only once before. That was In the 
winter of 1892-‘93. when Marthena 
Harrison. President Harrison's grand¬ 
daughter. was 111 with diphtheria. The 
Christmas of 1892 was a very gloomy 
occasion lu the big manlson where the 
president lives.
